Perks Up Local Election

For the second time in 10 days, 
town officials have criticized the po- 
litical activities of a Board of Select- 
man candidate. 

George Danneman, 52 Jenkins 
Road, was accused of playing to the 
fears of senior citizens by claiming 
town-backed affordable housing pro- 
jects will “benefit mostly minorities 
from Lawrence...and college stu- 
dents” in a campaign letter sent to 
elderly voters last week. 

“T’d say he was a liar,” said Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony. “but I 
think he just doesn’t know any bet- 
ter. Ignorance is not a crime.” 

Danneman joins candidate Jack 
Dziadul, 11 Acropolis Circle, in 
drawing Mahony’s ire during the 
current election campaign. Dziadul 
was criticized last week for creating 
controversy over the U.S. Postal 
Service’s alleged reluctance to put a 
small outlet downtown. 

Danneman’s letter claims ‘“town- 
backed’’ developments have not 
served the elderly and pointed out 
alternate downtown sites for senior 
housing. 

“We have vacant mill buildings 
near downtown that we could rehab 
into elderly housing,” the letter 
read. “This would remove an eye- 
sore and at the same time put elder-

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ly housing near downtown...rather 
than in West Andover near the pro- 
posed Emerson College site with no 
public transportation or services,”’ 

Mahony acknowledged that. va- 
cant mills exist that would be ideal 
for senior housing. The problem, he 
said, is money. 

Danneman supports using Mar- 
land Mills on Stevens Street to cre- 
ate some 200 of low-cost rental units. 
But, the property would cost up to 
$15 million plus improvement costs, 
said Mahony. The town can’t afford 
to buy the building, he said. 

Mahony added that public trans- 
portation is available in West And- 
over. The Merrimack Valley 
Regional Transit Authority has a 
shuttle bus that travels along River 
Road, the MVRTA confirmed. 

What bothers Mahony most about 
the letter is ‘an overall frantic tone 
that leads to divisiveness,” in town. 

“It’s unfortunate,” he said “that 
some people go to desperate mea- 
sures to get an office.’ 

Town Planner Steve Colyer said 
Danneman was wrong about the 
town supporting two West Andover 
apartment projects, Riverview 
Commons, a 220 unit complex with

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Katz Notes Development Of Special Needs Kids 


A child psychologist will talk about the social skills of children 
with special needs Wednesday, March 15, at 7:30 p.m. in the 
third-floor media center of the School Administration Building. 

Dr. Ellis Katz will focus on the ways parents can help their 
children with social skills development. He will discuss factors 
related to lack of learning skills, anxiety, inhibition and aggres- 
sion. 


Participants will be invited to ask questions related to their 
children’s development in relating to others, including shyness 
and passivity, self-concept or feeling different from others. 

Rep. Susan Tucker will also speak at the program, which is 
being sponsored by the Andover Parents’ Advisory Council for 
Children with Special Needs. 


Katz is director of the Behavioral Counseling Center in Peabo- 
dy, which provides behaviorally oriented treatment to children 
and their families, whose members range from aggressive or out 
of control to withdrawn, anxious or depressed.

He was recent- 
ly appointed by the commissioner of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Mental Retardation to the statewide Human Rights 
Advisory Committee. 


Katz and his wife live in Andover with their three children. 

Tucker will be at the meeting to hear from parents of children 
with special needs and learn their concerns about budget cuts in 
education. She says she will relay those concerns to her fellow 
legislators.

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The Denim War Continues

However, the climax of the war was yet 
to come. Last June, in honor of Winter’s 
45th birthday, Batchelder had his sister’s 
garage door painted with the Levis pocket 
insignia. The feud turned public. 

Winter is planning her next zap, which 
she promises will outdue the painted ga- 
rage door.

Abbot Academy Abuttors Appeal To ZBA 


Making their last stand against plans to reno- 
vate an old school building into apartments, 
neighbors of the former Abbot Academy campus 
pleaded their case before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals last week. 

It was Phillips Academy asking for a special 
permit to allow the conversion of the old girls’ 
dormitory into 52 apartment units. But after los- 
ing skirmishes at last year’s town meeting and 
the Planning Board Feb. 28, homeowners feared 
the ZBA hearing would be a rubberstamp of pre- 
vious decisions. 

Not true, ZBA Chairman Wesley Whitney told 
Abbot neighbors. ‘I think the Planning Board 
will tell you they can never really count on what 
this board is going to do.” 

After both sides made their presentations, 
Whitney said the ZBA would vote at a deliber- 
ation meeting to be held at a later date. 

For almost two hours, the ZBA listened care- 
fully as a stream of abuttors poured out their 
concerns over traffic, the quality of the neighbor- 
hood going downhill and in particular, a 27-car 
parking lot on Abbot Street. 

Actually, said Ron Hill, 15 Abbot Street, 
‘many of us are now in favor of the project. The 
(issue) we really sink our teeth into is this park- 
ing lot.” 

The Abbot Street location is attractive to PA 
for two malot reasons. With parking adjacent the 
Draper Hall apartment site limited to 27 spaces, 
the proposed Abbot Street lot is the closest alter- 
native, say PA officials. Also, the proposed site is 
currently a tennis court, which means no open 
green space would be lost. 

For 21 children on the block, parking lot traffic 
would be a hazard, said Abbot Street residents. 


McQuade Protests Lack Of Funds 
To Replace Old DPW Equipment

The narrowness of Abbot Street increases the po- 
tential for disaster, they added. 

Hill tried to demonstrate the impact the lot 
would have on his home, which sits directly 
across from the tennis court. Handing one end of 
a cloth tape measure to a neighbor, he reeled out 
24 feet of tape—the distance between the lot and 
15 Abbot St., said Hill. Pulled tight, the measur- 
ing tape stretched little farther than the length of 
the ZBA conference table. 

His house is “looking right down the barrel of 
this parking lot,” said Hill. 

ZBA member Jane Griswold disputed Hill’s 
figures, saying the street was at least 29 feet wide 
and the parking lot would be set back several feet 
from the road’s edge. 

“We're asking for help,” said Hill. ‘‘There 
must be a way to relocate this parking lot and 
still have it be effective’ with PA’s renovation 
plans. 

The ZBA compared three other alternatives 
with PA landscape architect Nicholas Reed, who 
explained that fire access, lack of visual impact 
and technical landscaping problems also made 
Abbot Street the best site. 

Not content with Reed’s presentation, Whitney 
asked the architect to bring drawings of the alter- 
nate lots to a walk-through of the project site held 
last Saturday. 

Residents also disputed traffic consultant Rob- 
ert Belknap’s findings. Belknap, who studied 
three main intersections near the Abbot campus 
during morning and afternoon rush hours, said 
traffic would only increase by about 200 vehicle 
trips daily after construction. 

Myles Borland, 50 School St., wondered if the 
PA study considered the full impact of construc- 


tion activity in the area. Two blocks away, St. 
Augustine School recently added some 40 parking 
spaces, and nearby South Church plans to expand 
its parking facilities, said Borland. 

“This is going to be one of the most congested 
areas in Andover,”’ he said. 

After several other Abbot neighbors specu- 
lated about huge increases in traffic and conges- 
tion, Whitney asked for Belknap’s response. 

‘“‘You won’t see (large) amounts of cars on the 
street,’’ said the traffic consultant. 


A restored Abbot Academy would benefit the 
town, said Neil Cullen, PA chief financial officer. 
While preserving the turn-of-the-century campus, 
the PA plans would bolster the town property tax 
base and add about 10 acres of open space to the 
area, said Cullen. 


The PA project, including the Abbot Street lot, 
“is the simplest, most straightforward and safe- 
st’”’ way to renovate Abbot Academy, said Cullen. 

The girls’ school was closed in the early 1970s 
when Phillips began a coed program. PA officials 
have since struggled to find a way to renovate the 
campus profitably. 


After two different proposals failed in recent 
years, PA officials suggested converting Draper 
Hall, a former dormitory, into 52 apartment 
units. Two other buildings on campus would 
house a child care center and a document preser- 
vation firm. 


ZBA approval would “‘assure preservation’’ of 
Abbot Academy, said Neil Cullen, PA chief finan- 
cial officer. If rejected by the ZBA, PA plans to 
tear down the campus, said Cullen. 


Selectmen Tie On Vote To 
Purchase $280,000 Fire Truck

A short-handed Board of Selectmen was stalemated Monday 


Any doubts that the fiscal 1990 town 
budget will be tight were shredded Mon- 
day night by DPW Director Robert Mc- 
Quade. 

At best, most programs will be level 
funded—a financial euphemism for tread- 
ing water—Finance Director Tony Torrisi 
told the Board of Selectmen, which later 
approved a $53.8 million budget after la- 
boriously reviewing the document depart- 
ment by department. 

But, as McQuade pointed out, in some 
areas the town’s financial boat is danger- 
ously close to springing a leak. 

“This is the first year in my experience 
that there is no funding for replacement 
of equipment in public works,”’ said Mc- 
Quade, an 18-year town employee. Spend- 
ing for items like sand trucks has sunk in 
recent years from $120,000 to the $65,000 
allotted in 1988, said McQuade, who re- 
quested $255,000. 

Several vehicles and other pieces of 
equipment sit in the town yard in disre- 
pair, forcing the town to rent replace- 
ments, said McQuade. 

“Tf we keep with zero funding, we’re 
going to have an equipment junkyard 
back there,”’ he said. 


The DPW director got no argument 
from Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. 
‘‘We’re going to need money in this ac- 
count,” he said. But right now, ‘‘the mon- 
ey is just not there. 

McQuade called the status of his dete- 
riorating equipment yard ‘‘the beginning 
of the end” and warned of dire conse- 
quences if the account wasn’t funded 
somehow. 

‘We can’t take from existing programs 
when we can probably get by (in equip- 
ment replacement) for another year,”’ 
said Mahony. 

When preparing the preliminary bud- 
get in January, Torrisi said the state rev- 
enue picture looked brighter. The finance 
director hoped he could channel hoped-for 
increases in state aid into equipment re- 
placement but recent State House Propo. 
sals slashing municipal funding canceled 
those plans, he said. 


One temporary solution, selectmen 
speculated, might come courtesy of Moth- 
er Nature. The mild winter has left about 
$250,000 in the snow removal program

night over the purchase of a $280,000 fire truck. 

With Selectman Jim Barenboim absent, the 2-2 vote would 
have kept the board from giving its blessing of the purchase at 
next month’s town meeting, but the selectmen agreed to take the 
issue up again at their March 20 meeting. 

With a six-story apartment building and other high-rise pro- 
jects planned in West Andover, Fire Chief Harold Hayes said the 
town needs an aerial ladder fire pump truck. 

But Chairman William Downs said the townspeople might not 
approve the $280,000 price tag. The fire department had original- 
ly proposed a $180,000 non-aerial ladder pumper and ‘I wouldn’t 
like to see (a fire truck) voted down because of a change of 
$100,000,”’ he said. 

Selectman Gail Ralston said she talked with Andover firemen 
last weekend who expressed concerns the town would need to 
hire more personnel to man the proposed truck. ‘‘If our firemen 
say there is not enough manpower now, my question is, why 
should we buy it?’’ she asked. 

But Town Manager Kenneth Mahony called the firefighters’ 
reaction a bargaining ploy for upcoming contract negotiations. 
“I’m extremely resentful that they are trying to bring staffing 
levels into this,’’ said Mahony. ‘‘We have four deputy chiefs and 
a (fire) chief. They are the people who should be answering”’ 
whether more firefighters would be needed for a new truck. 

Hayes said the aerial pumper is versatile and “‘isn’t any dif- 
ferent than any other piece of equipment we’re currently using. 
No additional manpower would be need to operated this truck.”’ 

Both Selectmen Gerald Silverman and Charles Wesson sup- 
ported the chief. Silverman commented he would rely on Hayes’ 
recommendation.

A Logical Need 


There is some debate as to whether or not the 
town needs an additional aerial ladder-pumper 
for the fire department to be placed at the West 
Andover fire station. 

Frankly, the only question should be how to pay 
for this necessary piece of public safety equip- 


_ ment. 


That Andover has grown is a foregone conclu- 
sion. 

But a cursory examination of the West Andover 
area indicates that the major growth over the 
past several years has been in that particular 
area. 

These are not residential properties, but indus- 
trial and commercial buildings, some of them 
apartment or condo type units. 

True, the town does have a single ladder truck 
located at the central station. 

A run to the West Andover area from the cen- 
tral station would be time-consuming and would 
pose a threat should a major fire occur there. 

Secondly, the central station aerial piece 
should be available to that section of town as well 
as the southern area of Andover. 

One might argue that mutual aid could be of 
some assistance, but in both instances, response 
by Lawrence to the west section of town, or 
Tewksbury or Wilmington for the south, also 


The town currently has an old aerial truck, a 
platform type that was retired a couple of years 
ago when the new straight aerial was acquired. 

To repair the old unit would prove to be too 
reset and its reliabiity may also still be in ques- 

ion. 

sees the proper response is for a new aerial 
unit. 

And the town should be able to find a way of 
financing the purchase of such a unit. 

Budget constraints as outlined at this week’s 
selectmen’s meeting indicated that such things 
as equipment purchase and repair within the 
public works department will be put on hold in 
order to contain municipal spending. 

Frankly, when budget decisions must be made, 
it is hardly time to decide some economies mut 
be practiced and efficiency instituted. 

These considerations should be recognized ear- 
ly on and acted upon by our professional manage- 
ment leadership. 

That the state aid account would not be as 
great as in past years has been known for some 
time, for instance, but no adjustments apparently 
were taken into consideration. 

It almost seems as though the town is getting 
back to the budget planning by crisis method. 
And that is not a desirable alternative to difficult 
economic times.

Massachusetts House Ways and Means 
Committee Chairman, Richard Voke has 
proposed cuts totalling $582 million from 
next year’s budget in order to counter 
new or increased taxes for Massachusetts 
Council on the Arts and Humanities.

Raytheon Sets New 1988 Records 


Raytheon established record 1988 
sales, earnings, earnings per share, 
return on equity and year-end U.S. 
government backlog, the company 
announced. 

Earnings climbed 10 percent to 
$489.6 million on a sales increase of 7 
percent to $8.192 billion. Earnings 
per share increased 20.1 percent to 
$7.35. Comparable results for 1987 
were sales of $7.659 billion, earnings 
of $445.1 million and $6.12 earnings 
per share, 

“Raytheon’s 1988 was another 
good year. This was the second con- 
secutive year in which earnings per 
share increased by 20 percent and 
they have increased by 60 percent 
over the last three years,” said 
Chairman Thomas L. Phillips. “A 
return on equity of 25.1 percent was 
an all-time company record.” 

The increase in earnings reflected 
higher sales with higher operating 
income and a lower effective federal 
income tax rate, Earnings per share 
were further enhanced through few- 

. er shares outstanding. 

Setting the pace for Raytheon’s 
1988 record results was electronics, 
the company’s largest business seg- 
ment, which accounted for 61 per- 
cent of company sales versus 61.9 
percent in 1987. Electronics was 
again led by the strong performance 
of the missile systems division. The 
aircraft products and energy serv- 
ices business segments completed 
turnaround years. Both segments 
operated at a profit for each quarter 
throughout the year. 

The company’s government elec- 

_ tronics business remained strong 


throughut 1988, despite relatively 
flat government spending. Raytheon 
won several major awards, includ- 
ing more than $1 billion worth of con- 
tracts in the air traffic control area. 

The missile systems division’s Pa- 
triot air defense missile system re- 
ceived a funding increment of $863 
million for the third production year 
of a five-year contract. The divi- 
sion’s Hawk surface-to-air missile 
system received a four-year produc- 
tion contract; first deliveries of the 
Standard-2 Navy missile were made 
in June; and the company received 
additional funding for the advanced 
medium range air-to-air missile, 
which is being flight tested by the 
Air Force. 

The equiment division won two im- 
portant FAA awards as part of the 
master plan to modernize the na- 
tion’s air traffic control system. 
Raytheon will provide the displays 
for the IBM team’s advanced auto- 
mation system. Separately, Ray- 


theon will develop and produce up to’ 


102 airport Doppler weather radars 
to warn air traffic controllers of haz- 
ardous windshear conditions. In ad- 
dition the company teamed with 
Allied-Signal to develop a new’ sys- 
tem to electronically identify friend- 
ly aircraft at long range. The 
division also received its first orders 
for its family of militarized, 32-bit 
VAX-based computers. 

The aircraft products segment’s 
sales increased by more than 30 per- 
cent. Beech Aircraft’s Model 1900, a 
19-seat commuter, executive and 
special mission aircraft, was a key 
factor. in, the: subsidiary’s,, im- 


provement. Beech introduced the 
smaller Model 1300 commuter air- 
craft and increased sales of its 
Beechjet and King air models. The 
company’s revolutionary all-com- 
posite Starship business turboprop 
received FAA type certification in 
June, 

Although energy services’ sales 
were below last year’s levels due to 
lower ‘‘pass-through”’ sales, its prof- 
it-generating sales increased, there- 
by enhancing profitability in each 
quarter of the year. The companies 
in the segment now serve a broader 
range of industries and offer a great- 
er spectrum of services to a wider 
base of customers. 

Sales for the major appliance seg- 
ment increased, but profits declined 
due to start-up costs on new product 
introductions, higher material costs 
and continued price competition. 

Sales growth continued in other 
lines. Sales and profitability increas- 
es were particularly strong at Ceda-

crushing and road surfacing equip- 
ment. Profits for the total segment 
were down from 1987 primarily due 
to D.C. Heath’s continued invest- 
ment in a new reading program in- 
troduced in 1988. 

At year end, Raytheon’s total 
backlog was $8.712 billion, with 
funded U.S. government orders a re- 
cord $6.759 billion. at the end of 1987, 
total backlog was $8.470 billion in- 
cluding $6.362 billion in U.S. govern- 
ment orders. 

The diversified electronics compa- 
ny also reported a good 1988 fourth 
quarter in comparison to last year’s 


final quarter, Raytheon’s strongest 
quarter of 1987. Sales for the quarter 
were $2.209 billion, up 3.4 percent 
from the $2.137 billion a year earlier. 
Fourth quarter 1988 earnings were 
$127.3 million, up 8 percent, or $1.92 
per share, up 13.6 percent, com- 
pared to $117.9 million and $1.69 per 
share during 1987’s fourth quarter. 


The company continued to restruc- 
ture its balance sheet, although at a 
reduced pace from the previous 
three years. Slightly more than 1.5 
million Raytheon shares were ac- 
quired in 1988, virtually all in the 
first half, bringing to 20 million the 
total shares purchased since the 
company began its repurchase pro- 
gram in December 1984. In the third 
quarter of 1988, the board of direc- 
tors authorized the additional pur- 
chase of up to five million shares of 
Raytheon stock. 


In the fourth quarter of 1988 and in 
accordance with statement no. 944 of 
the financial accounting standards 
board, Raytheon Credit Co. was con- 
solidated with Raytheon Co.’s finan- 
cial results. Consolidated debt was 
44.9 percent of equity at year end. 

Earnings per share are based on 
the average number of shares out- 
standing during the period. For 1988, 
there was an average 66.6 million 
shares outstanding compared with 
72.8 million during 1987, In the fourth 
quarter there was an average 66.3 
million shares outstanding, com- 
pared with 70 million a year earlier.

earlier than fourteen days after said notice. Said list shall be prima facie 
evidence for denial, revocation or suspension of said license or permit to any 
party. The tax collector shall have the right to intervene in any hearing 
conducted with respect to such license denial, revocation or suspension. Any 
findings made by the licensing authority with respect to such license denial, 
revocation or suspension shall be made only for the purposes of such proceeding 
and shall not be relevant to or introduced in any other proceeding at law, except 
for any appeal from such license denial, revocation or suspension. Any license 
or permit denied, suspended or revoked under this section shall not be reissued 
or renewed until the license authority receives a certificate issued by the tax 
collector that the party is in good standing with respect to any and all local 
taxes, fees, assessments, betterments or other municipal charges, payable to 
the municipality as the date of issuance of said certificate. 


(c) Any party shall be given an opportunity to enter into payment agreement, 
thereby allowing the licensing authority to issue a certificate indicating said 
limitations to the license or permit and the validity of said license shall be 
conditioned upon the satisfactory compliance with said agreement. Failure to 
comply with said agreement shall be grounds for the suspension or revocation 
of said license or permit; provided, however, that the holder be given notice and 
a hearing as required by applicable provisions of law. 


(d) The board of selectmen may waive such denial, suspension or revocation if 
it finds there is no direct or indirect business interest by the property owner, its 
officers or stockholders, if any, or members of his immediate family, as defined 
in section one of chapter two hundred and sixty-eight in the business or activity 
conducted in or on said property.
